The New Zionist Executive. 


lr it be true that itis the first step that counts, then the prospects 
of the new Executive of the Zionist Organisation, recently elected 
iy Congress, cannot be said to be as hopeful as we could wish. It 
nay be that the Executive felt that, having taken office, it was 
bound to say something even if it had nothing to say; and perhaps 
| would have been blamed if it had maintained silence until it had 
found its corporate mind. But having regard to the document it has 
issued—a sort of declaration of its raison d'étrve—there can be little 
Joubt that it would have been wiser to suffer the possible negative 
‘riticism rather than to expose itself to the obvious comments 
\hich the statement must arouse. It is difficult to believe that 
‘he statement represents all that the members of the Executive 
‘cel in respect to the present situation. It looks very much as if 
‘hey thought that a mere string of verbiage would suffice to mark 
time, and as if the absence of any clear meaning in their words was 
) urposely devised in the interests of that homogeneity in obedience 
to which the Executive was chosen, but which seems to have 
been a somewhat theoretical proposition that would not stand 
ie first practical application. How else to account for the new 
ixecutive issuing at such a moment a document of the nature 
ol the one referred to, we are totally at a loss. Any idea it may 
cutertain of the task it has undertaken is enshrouded in sheer con- 
\entionalities, modified however by self-estimate. We are assured 
‘bout its freedom from “any bias’ (whatever that may mean), about 
ils capacity for “efficiency,” and about its representing no “party” 
when, in fact, it is supposed to represent all parties. Nor is it very 
encouraging to be told by this newly-formed body that it has “no 
interest and no purpose but the welfare of a Jewish Palestine as a 
whole.” Apart from an invitation to cynics—adopting an ancient 
W ord-play—to exclaim: “ what a whole!’ there does not seem to be 
the least relevancy in the three last words to “a Jewish Palestine.” 
At best they are a clumsy redundancy. But more serious is the 
implication of this portentious pronouncement, Can any Executive 
of the Zionist Organisation entertain any interest or any purpose 
Other than the welfare ofa Jewish Palestine ? Andare we to conclude 


that the new Exeeutive wislies to convey that this is a new departure — 


On its part which differentiates it from its predecessors? Or, is it 
Conscious of its frailty and the judgment it may very soon evoke, 
And is it, hence, anxious * the earliest possible hour to assure one 


and all that it is not bent on traitorous designs on Zionism, so as to 
cover in advance some of the hostility and Opposition it knows 
its administration is going to arouse? These, to be sure, are mere 
guesses, and they are probably wide of the mark. Yet there must 
be some reason why passages, no more satisfactorily explicable and 
of which these are just samples, abound in this document. Of any- 
thing like a definite policy, the statement is singularly free—of 
policy, that is, that can be called worthy of the name. We are told 
that the new Executive regards its task as “one of consolidation 
and extension.” In a sense, this is but the normal condition of 


everything in which there is life—in the heavens above, in the earth 


beneath, or in the waters under the earth. Otherwise the phrase 
appears to be a contradiction in terms; and we expect the members 
of the Committee would justify it as an attempt to show their 
unbiassed sympathy and support for those who are for standing 
still, equally as for those who are for pressing forward. The Com- 
mittee is faced with a grave problem of unemployment in Palestine. 
The problem has not sprung up suddenly and its cause ought not to 
appear obscure. Yet all that is suggested is a multiplication of the 
very evil that is at the root of the trouble—more spoon-feeding, 
more doleing, and yet more ignoring of those politico-economic 
measures which have brought every other country that is so 
blessed to prosperity, and the promotion of which the Mandate 
declares is a chief function of Great Britain in Palestine. 
The new Executive, however, will have none of them, and 
apparently thinks it can help forward the National redemption of 
Israel by measures at which Zionists shrieked when applied by 
BARON Hirscu in Argentina, and which (always with proper defer- 
ence to Mr. Davip A. Brown of Chicago) they have condemned when 
applied by American Jews in Russia. It may be, however, that some 
of the members of the new Executive, judging by their past record, 
believe that Jewish National emancipation is, as Hosea BIGLow put 
it, as far away as Paris—or Washington or London or Berlin—is. 
But they really should have recollected that the transformation of 
Palestine into a Jewish Board of Guardians and collecting funds for 
relief of the indigent, did not constitute a plank of-the Basle Pro- 
gramme. Nor does it seem to us that the touching acknowledgment 
which the Executive makes, of concurrence in Zionist ideals and ideas 
by His Majesty's Government and the Government of Palestine, as 
evidenced by their policy in respect to the future of Jews in relation 
to Eretz Yisracl, exactly carries out the mandate with which the last 
Congress charged it. How can it believe that the Movement is 
assured of sympathetic support by the British Government and the 
Palestine Administration ? Had Congress, then, no reason for instruct- 
ing the new Executive Committee, as one of its first tasks, to take 
measures for endeavouring to bring British policy in Palestine into 
accord with Zionist strivings? Really, we imagine,.it does not 


believe anything of the kind, because at the same time it declares . 


that it will endeavour to obtain an “understanding” and effect 
“co-operation” with the authorities, in and outside Palestine, 
responsible under the Mandate. Clearly it would not deem it 
necessary to make that announcement if it in fact believed that His 
Majesty's Government and the Administration were at one with the 
Zionist Movement concerning Palestine and the Mandate for the 
building up of a National Home for the Jewish People. Executive 
Committees, especially new ones, do not boast of their intention to 
knock at open doors. And so here again the conclusion is inevitable 
that the reference has no more significance than an attempt to 
show the Committee's unbiassed sympathy and support at one and 
the same time both towards those who stand by the Mandate and 
those who prefer to lean upon the Churchill memorandum. But 
the Committee was not set up as a@ weathercock. 
carry out a distinctly expressed policy; and ignoring the wishes of 
Congress and flouting Zionist opinion form no part of its duty. It 
is as well that the new Executive Committee should be made to 
realise this at the very outset of its career. To proceed upon the 
lines of the uniftspiring and colourless statement which it has 
issued to signify its “arrival,” is surely not the easiest way of 
grappling with the task it has before it. And, what is of much 
greater consequence, it is not the best way for securing the 
successful accomplishment of the charge it has undertaken. 


Cambridge Rabbinic Readership. 


Mr. I. H. HeERsSCH contributes to our columns this week an impor- 
tant communication. He tells the Community in some detail the 
serious negligence of which Anglo-Jewry is guilty, in not providing 
at Cambridge a Readership in Rabbinics in succession to that of the 
late Dr. IsRAEL ABRAHAMS. Mr. Herscnu explains the urgent need 
that exists for the filling of the vacancy and the real good that could 
be done, and that not alone in the sphere of Education, by the appoint- 
ment of a mun worthy to occupy the position. With commendable 
clarity he places before our readers the precise position in the matter, 
and there is, therefore, little we need do, other than ask that his letter 
shall not alone be carefully read, but that the plea he makes shall 
be sympathetically considered. Some time ago we ourselves drew 
attention to this matter, and ventured to say that it did not redound 
to the credit of English Jewry that the fund necessary for endowing 
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the Readership should not long ago have been subscribed. We 
went on tosuggest, somewhat ironically we admit, that perhaps some 
wealthy American fellow-Jew would make himself for ever famous 
by providing the endowment. It was with no small regret that we 
found that our attempt to show how the Readership would prove of 
universal service to Jews, was, in some quarters in America, 
translated into an appeal to the Community there to do what is the 
immediate duty of the community here, and wasresented accordingly. 
Though why, had we intended actually to propcse that some 
American Jews should help in doing what no English Jews 
have been found to do, we should thereby have caused acerbity, 
we do not know. For Mr. Herscu shows that the Reader- 
ship in Rabbinics at Cambridge is no local concern 80 far as 
its possible -benefits, judging from the past, are concerned, and it 
really should be the endowmentof at least all English-speaking Jewry, 
However, we hope that the letter 
effort to supply the necessary 


even if that limit be conceded. 
from Mr. Herscu will induce an 
endowment without further delay. 


The Schwarzbard Trial. 


Wirutn a few days the young man who for some eighteen 
months bas been detained in prison in Paris on the charge of killing 
General PETLURA there, is, it is announced, to be brought to trial. 
An appeal was, we observe, recently issued to Jews to make the trial 
the occasion of a great Jewish demonstration, so that the infamy 
of the pogroms in the Ukraine, for which PETLURA is said 
to have been to so large an extent responsible, may be exposed 
to the world, SCHWARZBARD is to be hailed as a hero “who 
sacrificed himself for the honour of the Jewish People,” and 
the Jewish People in turn are urged to uncover before all the 
world the motive which led him to this tragic act, “laying bare 
the Jewish tragedy that lies behind it.” In other words, 
SCHWARZBARD'S trial is to be made a Jewish Cause and his 


killing of PrTLuRA to be deemed no murder! All this. 


we regard as from every point of view deplorable. The trial is not 
for the purpose of determining the right or the wrong of such 
Jewish persecution as is attributed to the murdered man, even sup- 
posing such a question was one of doubt. The enquiry is not to 
examine the guilt of PeTLuRA, but that of the accused, and it 
would be an abuse of justice to attempt to divert the proceedings, 
as is proposed. ‘There is no specifically Jewish question involved in 
the trial, and if it be said that the pogroms which are thought to 
have maddened SCHWARZBARD to the commission of the crime 
with which he is charged, were directed wholly against Jews, then 
neither Jewish law, tradition nor ethics countenances such an 
act of personal revenge. There is-not the least reason to 
suppose that SCHWARZBARD will not be given a perfectly fair 
trial, and it is generally known that French jurisprudence 
interprets very generously motive as an excuse for crime. 
It is said that “ Ukrainian Chauvinists are endeavouring to trans- 
form” Petlura “into a National hero” at the trial. So far as 
that is likely to prejudice the prisoner, it should be resisted 
and overcome. Bat that-can be effected only by taking every care 
that the trial is conducted upon the strictest of legal lines 
not by. helping to make it an unjudicial proceeding. No 
effort should be spared to secure that’SCHWARZBARD is adequately 
defended by Counsel, but toattempt to obtain the acquittal of the 
accused in the way suggested would be extremely damaging to 
Jews, andin the end of little help to the unfortunate man himself. 
Above all, it would be committing an undoubted wrong because 
it would be to ignore if not to cong the law.

Here and There.

1 is surely time that the President of the Shechita Board came 
down from off his perch on the question of the present method 

] of “casting,” and particularily in reference to the Weinberg 
apparatus. Isincerely agree that it is not at all pleasant to 
have non-Jewish organs like the SPECTATOR appealing to Jews on 
tue score of humaneness, and hinting a prohibition of Shechita 
+) this country if Jews continue to “cast” animals as at 
present is the practice. Between Mr. J. M. Lissack and the Solicitor to 
‘he Deputies—Mr. Charles Emanue!—the question has been badly 
phungled from the Jewish point ofview. Mr. Lissack evidently thinks 
that the Weinberg apparatus is unsatisfactory, and that in practice 
it would prove unreliable. Buthe is sosuffused with indignation at 
the thought of anyone venturing to “interfere” with the matter 
that he will not satisfy the public even by saying what hg¢thinks, Mr. 
iy), anuel, on the other hand, as I have had occasion to point out, 
takes up a lawyer attitude on the subject and thinks best to “deny 
overything” in the way of alleged cruelty in the “casting” process. 
lie has even given the impression, which I know is held by somé 


Jows. that “casting” and Shechita are one; and alternatively that 
attacks upon Shechita are induced by anti-Semitism and not through 
horror of the pain and suffering to animals that occurs when they 


are “cast” for Shechita. It may be, for aught I know to the con- 
trary. that the Weinberg apparatus is faulty. If so, the sooner we 
know it the better, because the sooner will someone else invent 
another method. I see that in Germany some very interesting and 
hopeful experiments have been made for “casting” by Electricity, 
so that it is by no means a question of aut Weinbetg aut nullus. 


if Mr. Emanuel will cease writing palpable nonsense about the 
present method employed for “casting” being humane, and Mr, 
Lissack will doff some of the “Bumble-Parnassism”™ which he 
constantly assumes, we shall be able.to make some progress towards 
a better and more creditable state of affairs. I should have thought 
that the Ecclesiastical authorities would before now have had 
something to say about the subject with the foreshadowings that 
are evident of attempts, in this and other countries where Shechita 
is now allowed, to prevent i6f inthe cause of humane treatment of 
animals. Hardly a nice prospect for Jews to be associated with 
crucity to dumb brutes, and carelessness of the agony the poor 
things suffer so long as prime cuts are-secured to satiate Jewish 
appetites! L put this point thus crudely because it was almost 
exactly in these words that I heard it represented not long ago at 
a public meeting, and it seems to mec well that Jews should know 
the malignancy to which they are subjected ou this subject, largely, 
| am convineed, because of the feckless manner in which it has been 
handled for a long time past by Jews themselves. 


“WO biographies published within the last few days—the second 
volume of the Life of King Edward VII. and the Biography of 
Sit Henry Wilson—between them show the real difficulty that exists in 
ensuing Peace between the nations and preventing appeals to armed 
forces. Sir Sidney Lee’s book exhibits the puerile absurdities and 
silly formalities that were constantly magnified into matters of State 
liportance, together with the ridiculous trivialities that clearly laid 
the foundations of the great disaster that broke upon humanity in 
\%lt. Itis surely easy to be wise after the event, but reading 
the story of King Edward's reign it is astonishing to find 
that men in dominant and responsible positions acted as if 
possessed of the mentality of children, save that in not a few 
instances they were endowed with petty malignancy and vicious- 
spirited jealousy, qualities never found in children. Then when 
Ww come to think that Sir Henry Wilson, a veritable mountebank, 
& creature of moods and foibles, who played the fool while 
death was busy reaping, was practically in charge of the 
lives of millions of men, we must be simply appalled. But all the 
records of the War tell something of the same story. The German 
oles show that the people of that country were at the mercy of a 
‘lun Of egregious vanity and unfathomable stupidity—a self- 
‘lorifying coxcomb whose one idea was to bathe himself in tinsel 
iid bask in the limelight. The Russian ones tell how the autocratic 
ruler of millions was the slave of bigotry and of that most terrible 
form of vice which carries on under the guise of religion. And so 
one might go along as regards every nation concerned in turn. 


Nor must it be supposed that the form of government is a 
determining factor, England is a constitutional monarchy, as she 
was before the war. Germany was a personal monarchy and Russia 
Was an absolute one. But France was and is a Republic and yet the 
pre-war narrative there is no less impregnated with personal 


strivings and individual bickerings, while in America these thrived 
and battened on bribery and corruption of tlie most glaring kind. The 
inevitable conclusion is that the affairs of the world have become 
too difficult and too complex to be implemented by one or two men 
professionally trained and thus pedantic in disposition and conven- 
tional in outlook. They will be ever so much safer when popular 
instinct has the opportunity of becoming the powerful element ib 
should be. Thus it would seem that the true Peace problem is how 
to secure to every nation the people's will, and at the same time to 
be sure that the will shall be expressed without regard to anything 
save the health of the Republic.” There is no denying that had a 
vote been taken of the p»ople in any of the belligerent countries on 
the eve of their ec: ta‘ing the war, there would in each have 
been an overwhelming decision in favour of conflict.’ If, 
however, any of those nations had been acquainted with what 


was going on during, say, the ten years before the War, it is — 


hardly likely they would not have prevented what now seems 
notso much a drift as a headlong plunge in the maelstrom of 
carnage and slaughter. That seems to me the chief message of 
the two volumes to which I allude—and I am judging them by the 
very copious extracts of them that have appeared in the Press, 
for I have not had the opportunity of perusing either of them 
myself—and the lesson seems to be writ large. It is that secret 
Diplomacy, whether carried on by Monarchs or Ministers, by Presi- 


dents or Plenipotentiaries, should be scrapped, and that as a first 
step towards Peace. 


Y all accounts, all the Synagogues both in the Metropolis and in 
the Provincial centres, were crowded, literally to overflowing, 
during the recent Holy Days—high Holydays as the execrable term 
sometimes has it.

non-Jewish acquaintance the other day that 
about 175,000 Jews all told—men women and cbildren 
—in London, he laughed at my ides and said he had himself seen 
as many as that repairing to Worship on one of the Holy Days! 
But if there are no more than 175,000 Jews in the Metropolis—and 
there are not according to the Rev. S. Levy of JEWIsH YEAR BOOK 
fame—then there are not more than say 35,000 Jewish heads of 
families. Allowing a wife to half that number and one child, on the 
average, of go-to-Synagogue age, we have roughly 70,000 possible 
worshippers. But that assumes that every adult Jew and Jewess, 
and every adolescent Jew was an attendant at Synagogue, and we 
know that there must be many who were not at any place of 
worship. Was there throughout the whole Metropolis an aggregate 
attendance of no more than 70,000? It would be interesting if 
someone couldsay. Oh! for a Statistical Society!

King Edward VII. and the Russian Jews. 


THE ROTHSCHILDS’ INTERVENTION. 


In the second volume of the Biography of King Edward VII., by ti. 
late Sir Sidney Lee, the efforts made through His Majesty by the latv 
Lord Rothschild and his two brothers, on behalf of the Jews of Russia, i. 
recorded as follows: 

As soon as the King’s visit to Reval was announced urgent appea's 
reached the King from various interested quarters to help their causes ip 
hisintercourse withthe Tsar. Amnearnest letter dated 3rd June, addresse | 
to the King, came from the three brothers, Lord Rothsehild, Mr. Alfred 
Rothschild, and Mr, Leopold Rothschild, pointing out the recrudescenc¢ 
of the attacks on the Jews in Russia of recent years and begging the 
King’s intervention in the Jews’ behalf with the Tsar. Lord Knollys 
replicd (June 3rd, 1908) : 

The King desires me to let you know, in reply to the letter 
which you, Alfred and Leo, have written to him, thas be will speak 

to Sir Charles Hardinge and Sir Arthur Nicolson respecting t!: 

question which you have brought before him. :

In the event, after speaking to Hardinge and Nicolson, the Kin.

the Russian Prime Minister on Rassian internal affairs. This he (ii 
(June 13) without alluding specifically to the Rothschilds, and ti 
reference was well received. A week later Hardinge wrote to Lor! 
Rothschild, at the King’s command, enclosing an extract of a repo:' 
made by Sir Arthur Nicolson of an interview which he had at Reval wit!: 
M. Stolypin, and at which, by the King’s request, he raised the question 
of the treatment of the Jews in Russia. 

“From this report,” he added, “ you will see that the Prime Minister 
contemplates legislation for the amelioration of the lot of the Jews in 
Russia, and in view of M. Stolypin’s assurance in this sense, the King dri 
not consider desirable that anything further should be said on tlic 
subject at present, until at least it is seen whether the intentions «! 
the Prime Minister are carried into effect.” 


We briefly referred to this subject.in reprinting an extract from tlic 
Biography that had appeared in DAILY TELEGRAPH, and mentione:! 
that at the time THE JEWisH CHRONICLE guardedly alluded to the 
action taken by the brothers Rothschild.

The Readership in Rabbinics. 


From Mr. ISRAEL H. HERSCH, M.A. 
To the Editor of Tur Jewisn CHRONICLE. 


Sin, —As the senior Jewish graduate resident at Cambridge, 
ay Lrequest the courtesy of your columns to lay before the community 
‘he serious consequences which are arising owing to the death of the 
ate Dr. Israel Abrahams and the lapsing of the post which he held. 
or nearly half-a-century there has been a Reader in Rabbinics at this 
syiversity and the readership has been held by a succession of worthy 
.holars. 

The Anglo-Jewish community has had a double interest in this 
readership. In the first place the imeumbent of the post was the 
cognised exponent at Cambridge of the Jewish point of view. He 
was the Jewish ambassador to scholarship in times of emergency, 

v., when the Kishinefl, Beilis or Verax episodes made it exceedingly 
naportant to have the Jewish case put adequately in intellectual 
circles naturally critical of ex parte statements but profoundly sym- 
pathetic to the demands of justice, or when signatures were needed 
1» protest against a blood accusation or to vindicate the humanity 
of Shechita or when an official address of congratulation was required 
‘the opening of the Jerusalem University. On these and innumerable 
other oecasiens, the Reader in Rabbinics has seen that the Jewish 
case was not unheard, and as a result of his influence in intellectual 
orcles, the reverberations have been felt far and wide. 

But besides these cases of emergency, the effect of his presence 
aud steady quiet work has proved a petent factor for good. Let 
ne give one instance of what I mean. Englishmen as a class go to 
‘larch. In most Christian places of worship if the vicar is « Cam- 
hriilge man, his curate will have graduated at Oxford and vice versa: 
‘he same applies to nonconformist places of worship. It must make 
. great difference to the opinion which the average Englishman holds 
~bout Judaism, if it is a disciple of Travers Herford or a disciple of 
Canon Charles who delivers the weekly sermon. Half-a-century’s 
work by Schiller-Szinessy, Solomon Schechter and Israel Abrahams 
on the theological students at Cambridge has profoundly affected the 
tone of the pulpit, the lecture room, the Sunday school and the text 
hook. One could dilate on this point and trace the repercussions 
in quiet village life with the further results in the correspondence 
columns of the Press, and at the ballot box. One could show how a 
<vympathetic attitude to Judaism in the matter of Alien restrictions, 
Zionism, Sunday trading, the abandonment of conversionist activity 
nd in many other spheres, is the direct outcome of the example, teaching 
and life of the three Jews who have taught -Rabbinies at Cambridge. 
| have been long enough at Cambridge to remember them all. The 
three readers had many pupils, differing in capacity. Some proved 
themselves scholars of no mean order: I mention the names of but 
a few of them, W. H. Lowe (who gave us the Palestinian Mishna), 
(Charles Taylor, Streane, Elmslie and the rest: others but skimmed 
the surface of Rabbinies. Nevertheless even one course of lectures 
on the “ Ethies of the Jewish Fathers” has not infrequently sufficed 
to imbue ‘a future ‘parson with lifelong respect for the teachings of 
Judaism, a respect which has had practical effect in the exercise of 
his profession. This is the external aspect, the internal is also of 
the greatest importance. 

There are some who declare that three years at Cambridge bas a 
dejudaising influence on our young men. Men who had studied here 
could not hold this view. But I do not propose to undertake the 
casy task of controverting it. To those who know Cambridge it 
would be unnecessary. ~ But the residence of a recognised exponent of 
Jewish teaching helps, as nothing else can, to keep vital the attachment 
of Jewish students to their community and faith. We, the other 
vraduates, cannot for several reasons supply the need. There must be 
someone who knows Rabbinics, to advise, to suggest and to restrain ; 
someone who will not intrude or obtrude, but who will be there when 
needed. The home of the Reader in Rabbinics has proved a focus of 
Jewish life.and has attracted the younger men. _ All this is so generally 
recognised that I think it needless to pursue the theme. I have 
stated the gap; how is it to be filled! | 

The community must know that the university is poor. The growth 
of provincial universities has intercepted the stream of benefactions 
that used to flow here. But the expenses increase. As a result, the 
university cannot provide specialised training. Every side-show,” 
whether in sciences or arts, is rendered possible by those interested in 
the subject. Lovers of modern languages have given us several 
Chairs. The same applies to many other subjects, such as history, 
Assyriology, bie-chemistry, etc. This year, a Fellow of Trinity gave 
the university two sims each of £25,000 to found readerships, and

again received an anonymous gift of £10,000 to enable some particular- 
purpose to be efleeted. Such acts of generosity are spontaneous: the 
university does not have to seek them. Yet I know that strenuous 
efforts have heen made to find someone to endow a readership in 
Rabbinics. The authorities have approached several members of the 
Anglo-Jewish community, but in vair. We hear on all sides tke 
excuse of many calls. Yet the calls to-day are no greater, in proportion 
to the wealth of the community, than they have been in the last fifty 
years, when Rabbinic teaching was provided and when the library 
received many Jewish gifts. Surely it is not impossible to raige 
£20,000 to provide for all time a readership in Jewish studies! I 
hope that the publicity obtained by this means will stir the community 
to action. If nothing is done, then, as time moves onward, we must 
resign ourselves to a change of the attitude which I endeavoured to 
depict at the beginning of this letter. Through the efforts of Tar 
Jewish Cnronicie the funds for the Wright Scholarship were raised 
not long ago. Is it possible now ‘o find twenty donors of £1,000 to 
found a readership ?—Yours faithfully, I. H. HERSCH.

Annual Meeting. 


RECEPTION TO RABBI MATTUCK. 

The annual meeting was held on Saturday evening last in the 
Montefiore Hall of the “Liberal” Jewish Synagogue, 28, St. John's 
Wood Road. Mr. Lionet Jacon presided, in the absence, through 
indisposition, of Dr. Claude G. Montefiore, the President. 

The CHAIRMAN, in moving the adoption of the report and balance- 
sheet. summarised the progress of the movement during the past 
eighteen months. He said that the synagogue had gained a hundred 
members, and the North London Synagogue had been opened. They 
hoped it would prosper and continue to be successful. In the West 
Central district the attendances at services were better than they 
had hitherto been, and men were now taking a greater interest 
in the work, and had formed a men’s committee. In the East End Mr. 
Basil Henriques'was drawing hundreds, almost thousands, to his services, 
and in the Provinces there was a steady progressinthe movement. They 
were greatly encouraged last year by the holding of the International 
Conference of “ Liberal” Jews, which was followed by the formation of 
a World Union for Progressive Judaism. The whole of Liberal” Judaism 
had thus been placed on a progressive and organised basis through the 
genius and hard work of Miss Montagu, and the good work of their leader 
and Dr. Montefiore. 

Mr. JULIAN H. SIMON seconded the motion for the adoption of the 
report and balance-sheet. 

The Hon. Lity H. Montaat, J.P., in moving the re-election of Dr. 
Montefiore as President, said that they were there to try and make the 
Jewish Religious Union as vigorous as was their President, and to fill it 
with the same spirit of youth which he seemed to possess. Their move- 
ment had made some progress, but they felt that it must become a bigger 

and more effective body. They wanted to get more members, and they 
‘wanted. those who were unattached and those who were -nominally 
attached to other synagogues to appreciate the fact that they stood for 
the cause of progressive Judaism. More work was needed in making their 
cause known and they badly needed teachers and speakers of all kinds. 
One thing all of them could do, and that was to make known the fact 
‘throughout London that they held Sunday services. They also wanted to 
make more progress in the Provinces in the course of the coming year. 
Miss Montagu also proposed the re-election of Messrs. H, C. Marks and 
J. M. Duparc as members of the Council, to represent the unattached 
mem bers. 

On the motion of Mr. Max Herz, Messrs. Leopold Weis and E. 
Goldston were re-elected Auditors. 

The following recommendation of the Council for an alteration in the 
Constitution was agreed to on the motion of Mr. J. M. Duparc. 


Rule 19. “Accounts of the income and expenditure of the Union shal! be 
made up to the 30th day of June in each year” in place of“. to the 31st 
day of December ...” 


Reception to Rabbi Dr. and Mrs. Mattuck. 


Yollowing the annual meeting of the Union a reception was given in 
honour of Rabbi and Mrs. Mattuck on their return from America. The 
function was organised by the Council of the Jewish Religious Union and 
the Women’s Society of the Synagogue. : 

Mr. LIONEL JACOB presided, and, after reading a message from Dr. 
Montefiore, referred to the able ministrations of Mr. Perlzweig during 
Rabbi Mattuck’s absence. When they started the movement in this 
country, they had found in Rabbi Mattuck a man who was equal to the 
new generation, a man with a vision. Rabbi Mattuck, he thought, had 
done a service to their orthodox friends, although they would not 
recognise it. He had put life into them, made them dissatisfied, and 
made them ready to move on and do things. 

Rabbi MATTUCK, who was warmly received, said that Dr. Montefiore 

was looked upon in America not only as the world’s greatest “ Liberal” 
Jew, but as the world’s greatest Jew. He referred to the tremendous 
growth of the “Liberal” Jewish movement in America. There were 
more “ Liberal” Jews in America to-day than there were twenty years 
‘ago, and there was not a town with a fair size Jewish population 
that had not its “ Liberal” synagogue. There had been an interesting 
development there of what was called Conservative Judaism. One 
minister of a leading Conservative Congregation in New York said that 
he and his congregation were “liberal.” From that they would see what 
a growth there was; this he would not say was surprising, but was 
certainly most inspiring. America had attained the highest development, 
and, as in the words of a certain advertisement, “ was still going strong.” 
He came back from America feeling extremely encouraged and hopeful. 
Tremendous activity went on in American Jewish “ Liberal ” Synagogues, 
and it had the tendency of making the synagogue a living, effectivo 
Jewish organisation. That was producing a kind of Jewish life of which 
all of them, whether in this country, Germany or France, could be proud, 
something to point to as an example of what “ Liberal” Judaism could dd 
and has done.

Sirn,—I am fally convinced that a movement similar to that of tho 
Workers’ Educational Association, properly organisedamong Anglo-Jew'y, 
“would be bound to be snecessfal. I think the Jewish War Memor'«! 
might contribute to the funds, and I think there might be some allocation 
of synagogue funds for such an excellent purpose. The incalculable value 
of such a movement in Anglo-Jewry cannot be over-estimated. 

I would suggest in summary the following main outlines for the con-

“The Synagogue as a Centre of Jewish Life.” 


The first lecture cf the winter session of the Jewish [ducational 
Council was held on Sunday at the residence of Mr. J. Porton, when the 
Rev. Dr. J. Abelson, M.A., spoke on “The Synagogue as a Centro of 
Jewish Life.” Mr. Sol Goldberg presided. The lecturer said that the 
activities of the modern synagogue should be considerably widened, 
particularly from the social and cducational points of view. He gavea 
sketch of the position as it existed in many of the large American cities, 
Where practically every synagogue was a hive of educational as well as

In view of the present decadent condition of Judaism and of 
the fact that the Jews of the city sometimos suffered disparagement 
at the hands of their fellow citizens, it would be a step in the right 
direction if such a broadly based synagogue could be brought into 
existence. Messrs. J. Porton, A. Rumyanick, P. Walters, 8. Levin, 
L.N.L.B., G. Morris, J. Gittleson, M.A., and the Chairman took part in 
the discussion.

CCCCXIV.—To Introduce the Bible. 
My DEAR COUSIN, 

Once more, having concluded the weekly readings from the Pentateuch, 
we shall be “rejoicing over the Torah,’ Forthwith we commence at the 
heginning again, so that no interval elapses between the new and the old 
-vele. Time was when the majority of Jews studied the weekly Sidrah 
tently, going over the text more than once and calling in the aid of com- 
»nentaries, particularly of Rashi. To-day I think it is true to say that few 
Jews hear the Sidrah read, and fewer still study it. 

It must be sadly confessed that we are no longer the People of the Book. 
\Ve do not know, we do not study our Bible. Why? .One reason may be 
‘hat the tradition of learning has gradually died out in Anglo-Jewry. You 

in obtain monetary contributions for charity with comparative ease. 
Suffering we all understand, and, being kind-hearted, Jews invariably 
respond ta appeals for Hospitals or for poverty. But try and collect money 
(or a School or a Jewish Library, and you will soon realise that for such things 
‘he monied men in our midst have no comprehension. Is it not significant 
‘hat whereas in other Jewries it is possible to maintain organs of learning, 
1 this community of ours a learned journal! is still an impossibility ? 
Another reason for our ignorance of the Bible is perhaps that our method 
‘ approach is not modern. In olden days people learned to know the Bible, 
they learned to know any other literature, by going straight to its pages. 
\ child was taught to translate the Bible into English chapter by chapter, 
snd the process, extended over years, enabled the pupil to accumulate a fair 
mount of knowledge. To-day the fashion is to have “ Introductions” to 
|| our studies. Some folk may argue that the older was the better method ; 
no one, however, will deny that the newer method is the more interesting. 
\n ° Introduction ” may appeal to the imagination of the student, may stir 
iis enthusiasm, may win his co-operation. Having done that you have 
{, ilitated his approach to the subject itself, 

We need an Introduction to the Bible, just as we need an Introduction 
1. the Talmud, If people went to such Introductions, they would at least 
know something. At-present they know nothing, certeinly of the Talmud 
and not much of the Bible. An Introduction would, in a sense, create an 
.tmosphere for the Bible ; the Introduction would of necessity send people 
‘o the actual words of the Bible. 

| know from my own experience that this would be the case. For over 
thirty years one of my -most precious possessions has been the *‘ Helps to 
the Study of the Bible” which the Oxford Press has thoughtfully provided 
for students at a comparatively smal! price. This is no learned tome; it 
i. a popular handbook, and I can only say in commendation of its usefulness 
that L still turn to its pages with advantage. 

Perhaps you would care to. know what is init. Needless to say, whenever 
in this volume the Bible is mentioned, the New as well as the Old Testament 
is included, From the Jewish point of view that is its chief defect, for apart 
irom that nothing but praise can be given to it. There are six divisions in 
the Book, dealing respectively with the Bible as a whole, the Old Testament, 
the Apocrypha, the New Testament, and Palestine, while the last division 
contains copious indices. Suppose you wanted to know about the most 
ancient manuseript of the Old Testament. You would turn to the chapter 
devoted to this theme and would learn, to quote my edition, that “the 
earliest. dated Hebrew manuscript known was written in 916 A.D.” You 
would find information about the language of the Bible and ancient versions ; 
you would be furnished with short but helpful notes about each of the Books 
of the Old Testament; with a brief history of the Bible period; with a 
tabular itinerary of the Israelites to the Holy Land, presented in so convenient 
« form that he who runs may read ; a table of the miracles in the Old Testa- 
ment, and of its Parables and Prayers. Some clear chronological tables 
are there ; you can see at a glance when approximately the Prophets lived ; 
and if the various peoples mentioned in the Bible interest you—the Baby- 
lonians, the Assyrians and the rest—you would find short notes about them. 
One of the most interesting chapters is that which introduces the reader to 
Valestine—its histery, geography, precious stones, plants and animals ; 
to the Jewish calendar, and to the ancient Jewish weights and measures. 
The information is in handy form, briefly and clearly given. For my own 
part I have learned much from the glossary of antiquities, and have found 
most useful thé dictionarv of Biblical names and the handy concordance. 

But this is not all. ‘The volume is adorned with a series of illustrations 
and maps which have been my delight for years. Here you can see repro- 
ductions of manuscripts, of Egyptian Gods and Goddesses, of Assyrian 
scenes, and of Roman Emperors and their coins ; and you may study Palestine 
in a variety of maps. Long have | vazed at these illustrations ; very fre- 
quently they throw a flood of light on a reference in the Bible text. I confess 
gladly that I am greatly indebted for my appreciation and understanding 
of the Bible to these Oxford “ Helps.” 

There are many other “Introductions” to the Bible. But they are 
for the learned, for the professed scholar; and they therefore treat their 
subjects at great length, ‘Nor are they able to include all aspects of ‘the 
variqus "Biblical problems. But my little Bible companion is a popular 
volume. Jt is intended for average readers and introduces briefly the 
points on which they require information, and it is able also'to survey pretty 
well the whole ground. 

There canbe no doubt that a Jewish ‘“ Helps to the Study of the Bible 
would bemuéh appreciated, and would serve as an admirable introduction 
to a knowledge of ‘the "Bible itself. It shouldbe written by Jews and for 
Jews, #hould-present the Jewish point of view on controversial matters, 


The Chief Rabbi has laid us under an obligation to him for his splendid 
Jewish Anthology ; he would be edding to our gratitude if he took in hand 
the preparation of such an Introduction to the Bible. 

The price of the volume would be a consideration. Th» Oxford “ Helps 
to the Study of the Bible ” is comparatively cheap because of the quantity 
sold. We cou!d never hope to sell a sufficient number of these Jewish 
Helps” to make the cost low. ‘But could not an arrangement be made 
with the Oxford Press to ineludethe Jewish “Helps” in the “‘ Helps” issued 
for general readers? It might be inclined to aceede to such a request — 
in the interest of Bible study, _Manifestly from the Jewish point of view, 
there would be certain disadventages in the arrangement. 
sating gain would be worth while. 

However, the first step is to compile a Jewish “ Helps to the Study of the 
Bible,” intended for the general public. I should say that the effect cf the 
distribution of such a volume would be to give an impetus to Bible study 
among Jews. I hold that the proper study of the Bible for Jews is the 
Hebrew original. But I think we should be content if we cannot get Jews 
to read the Bible in Hebrew, that they should read it in English. If only 
they do read it. I sometimes feel that our Rejoicing over the Torah is a 
mockery. Weare frauds; we rejoice over the Torah, but we are not acquainted 
with the object of our rejoicing. Perhaps, we have not been properly intro- 
duced. If this is where the shoe pinches, let us get introduced with all speed. 
A live M.C, will serve. But if one such is not available, let us turn to the 
printed page, from which we mey learn all about the Bible in order thereafter 
to become acquainted with the Biblical literature itself,

A Medieval Incident.

Sir, While hunting up a few facts concerning the Jew of medieval 
England, I came across a story which, though not of first rate importance, 
certainly does deserve being brought to light if only because it is so 
picturesque and unprecedented. | 

The circumstances of this curious tale so caught the imagination of 
that eminent scholar, the late Professor Maitland, that he made it the

It was also made abundantly clear that the motive for this crime was 
the unfortunate man’s desperate love for a beautiful Jewish maiden who, 
naturally enough, rejected his advances, as he did not belong to the 
He thereupon took the dangerous step of renouncing his 
own religion and becoming aJew. Eventually he found himself dragged 
before the Council, betrayed by a converted Jew, who showed himself a

Before his doom was actually announced, he was implored to recant 
and pronounce himself a true Christian, but no argument could move 
him—instead, he apostasised more vehemently, throwing contempt and 


scorn on Christian doctrines. 
Weeping bitterly Archbishop Langton deprived him of his orders and 


handed him over.to the secular authorities who alone could pronounce 
and carry out the sentence of death. The deacon was very soon com- 


mitted to the flames. 


The Jewess, it appears, managed to escape and when the fierce 
Fawkes heard of this he is reported to have exclaimed “I am sorry this 


fellow goes to hell alone.” 


Maitland suggests that after this incident the decree of the Lateran 
‘Council in 1215, ordering Jews to wear a coloured patch on the front of 
their dress, came to be more strictly enforced in England—for the very 
object of that decree was toprevent intermarriages of this nature.— Yours

Now, varying the Agadic application, as set forth in the Midrash, 
modifying and re-adapting it, may we not view in the Four Species 
the image of the people of Israel as it presents itself to us at 
the present day? There are, of course, Jews of an exceedingly 
poor quality in every sense. They have neither taste nor 
fragrance. Their representative is the 72, the willow of the brook. 
There are, on the other hand, Jews eminent in many spheres of life and 
culture, in the industrial world, in politics, in law, in letters, in science 
andinart. Their fame travels far beyond the community. They have 
mM", fragrance. They spread a far-reaching aroma. But only too often 
these Jews have no Jewish taste, have no Jewish substance in them. 
They do little or nothing substantial to perpetuate the religious and 
‘ national traditions of their people, or to build upits future. This species 
of Jew is symbolised by the myrtle, the 07°—* fragrance, but no sub- 
stance.” OD 

Then we have Jews who yield substantial, solid fruit for Israel, Jews 
who lead honest lives, practise Judaism, and participate in every move- 
ment which aims at the restoration and regeneration of their people. 
But the great work which they are accomplishing quietly, unobtrusively, 
day by day, is unknown to the outside world. Their specifically Jewish 
activities find no echo outside of thecommunity. There is no far-reaching 
aroma. Only those within the inner circ!e can taste the fruit. This type is 
visualised by the /u/ab. These Jews neccessarily preponderate. In the biess- 
ing that we pronounce over the “ four species,” we only speak of the Julab. 
These Jews form the backbone ofthe nation. It can hardly be other- 
wise. It is only granted to a small number to rise to such eminence as 
to shed lustre upon their people in the eyes of other nations, as to 
possess in to OVD. 

Finally the ethrog typifies the Jew who spreads far and wide a 
beautiful aroma, 15, who reflects honour upon his people, but who, unlike 
the myrtle, 07°, is at the same time a solid fruit, a Jew in substance as 
well as in name, a Jew equipped with Jewish knowledge, with Jewish 
religious sentiment, and with a deep Jewish historic consciousness, a Jew 
who practises his religion and who works for his faith and race, for the 
realisation of his people's age-long hopes and aspirations. OD 13 
It is a thousand pities that the ethrog Jew is so extremely rarc! 
Where can we find him’? What a salutary influence a sufficient 
quantity of such Jews might have exercised upon their people! What 
an incalculable amount of good for Judaism and for Israel their mere 
presence in appreciable numbers might have effected! The pity is still 
greater that the /ulab-Jew is likewise on the wane. Nor have we too 
many of the myrtie-type either. The myrtle-Jews have an unfortunate 
tendency to drop out quickly from the lulab-set : they loosen the bond 
and quictly glide out. 

A few more words ou the ethrog as a symbol of the Jew. It suggests 
many an idea and teaches many a lesson which we should take seriously 
to heart. Let me but instance a few stray details. 

The law rejects an ethrog which is “like a ball.” 3:03 WDD SAN. 
A ball is non-resisting. One slight toss and it will roll in whatever 
direction you wish. The Jew must not be like this. He must have 
back-bone, stamina, power of resistance. Jewish firmness, Jewish stead- 
fastucss “fp OY.

It is a sufficiently significant blessing, in any case, to be used as encouragement 
of a much wider application. It implies, if we so extend its meaning, that 
God gives to all His children an equipment of strength proportionate to (heir 
work—shoes fit for the road. If God sends us along stony paths, He wi!! sce 
we are well shod. Whatever path of duty we are called wpon to tread, due 
provision will be made for the difficulties we shall there encounter. Our 
need of equipment has been calculated. It is provided for us and presented 
to us by Him Who has sent us on the journey. Further, it is not Asher only 
who has rocky coasts to climb, For all God's travellers the provision of 
rough shoes suggests the nature of the road that lies before them. If they 
need shoes of iron and brass, they will find a use for them before they reach 
the end of the journey. Here the thickest soles will make the casiest 


travelling. If we find equipment provided suitable for toilsome paths, we 


may expect a certain roughness in the road, and difficulty in the going. Ii, 
then, we consult the guide-book that has been revealed to us, we shal! soon 
discover evidence of the nature of the provision for our safety on the way. 
We shall find waiting for us sources of patience and of strength, of endurance 
and of courage from God, Who takes us by the hand and bids us go forward 
without fear. Yet we can learn from the stimulus and exhortation and 
encouragement that is vouchsafed to us how great may be the strain on our 
reserves of strength. But the converse of the proposition also holds good. 
Hard and steep and rocky as is life’s path, we are provided with fit shoes for 
its traversing, indeed, with much more than shoes—with fullest provision 
for life's real necessitiés. In generous measure God grants His gifts. He 
does not ask us, as our fellow-men might do, ** How much do you want?) (an 
you not do with something less ?”’ If we received our bread by weight and 
our water by measure, it might be alt that we could justly claim, But that 
is not how God gives. 3 yiaw SiN. We eat and are satisfied and have 
somewhat still to spare. Our garment waxes not old upon us nor do our 
shoes fall from off our feet. They are shod with metal. The rocks, over 
which we stumble, will but strike fire from these Heaven-sent shoes. \e 
may be bold upon the march, and draw upon our stock of strength. We may 
put all our force into our work. So shall we exercise our powers, not wealen 
them. Our source of strength is inexhaustible. “‘ He fainteth not, and is not 
weary. There is no limit to the wisdom He imparts.” 


But our text contains a further promise, There is to be a proyress 
in our strength ; a progress quite different from our usual physical experiences. 
In the world of physical life our powers grow with our days for a little while. 
But all too soon we reach the summit of human strength, and then as our 
days multiply, our strength diminishes. It is only a Moses who reaches 
old age, with eye undimmed, and vigour unabated. With slowly beating 
hearts and feeble frames, ordinary mortals descend the hill on the journey 
towards the sunset. As thy days, so shall be thy weakness, is the law that 
follows us during the latter years, But it is not towards a dim light of 
sunset, that God guides those He loves. “‘ The path of.the just is as the shining 
light, shining ever stronger till there dawns the perfect day.” Instead of grow: 
ing weaker as we grow older, we may and should grow stronger. Our lives 
should show a constant accession, a continual increase of spiritual power. 
Life’s experiences should have rendered us purer, nobler, gentler and wiser. 
We should have ceased somewhat from our pursuit after earthly and perish- 
able things. But the years that pass should have increased our stature 
and our strength; and should have added something, to the clearness and 
completeness of our perception of God’s purposes, They should be enriched

and they sought a basis for it in the text of the Scriptures. In fact, there 
.. evidence that the prohibition against cating meat and milk together was 
not universally recognised among Jews in carly Rabbinic times (see Weiss, 
Dor 11, p. 47). Tt is certain that if the phrase had that intention it would 
\oen expressed in more explicit terms.

purpose of the command ? Some Jewish scholars—e.g., Ibn Fzra—regard 
this |iwas belonging to the class of Biblical legislation which baffles rational 
explanation, He says, “ The reason is hidden from the eyes of the intelli- 
vent. ‘The commentators have put forward two main theories to account 
for the prohibition, One school betieves that it is directed against an idola- 
tron. practice. Thus, Maimonides, while explaining that meat boiled in 
milk i an unwholesome food, adds, *‘ I think that most, probably it is also 
prohitited because it is somehow connected with idolatry, forming, perhaps, 
part 0! the service, or being used on some festival of the heathen. I find 
support for this view in the circumstance that the Torah mentions the pro- 
hibition twice after the commandment given concerning the Festivals ; as if 
to sav, when you come before Me on your festivals, do not seethe your food 
in the manner the heathen used to do” (Guide IIL., 48). 


|: is noteworthy that the Karaites, who rejected Rabbinic traditions 
and interpretations, yet understood the law in the same way as the Talmud, 
and adhere to the dietary laws concerning milk and meat. Their writers 
declare that according to a heathen custom, after the harvest had been 
gathered in, @ kid was boiled in its mother’s milk, and then the milk was 
sprinkled over gardens and fields to make them fruitful in the coming year. 
The commentator Abarbanel mentions such a custom as existing in Spain, 
and he had heard of it being practised in England. A modern Jewish scholar, 
Max ladin, has recently tried to trace a connection between the law and a 
ceremony of the. Orphic mysteries in which the initiate exclaims, “ A kid, 
I fell into the milk ”’ while plunging a kid into milk, for the purpose of escaping 
the eloom of Hades and assuring himself of eternal bliss in the life beyond. 

According to the second school the word ‘‘ mother ’’*in the command is 
the key to its correct interpretation. They place this law beside “ Ye shall 
not kill it (a cow or ewe) and its young in one day ”’ (Levit. xxii, 28), and 
“Thou shalt not take the dam with the young ”’ (Deut. xxii. 6). It is, in 
their view, simply a humanitarian enactment to inculcate tenderness of heart. 
‘To take a young animal and seethe it in the milk of its mother is a callous 


action, which brutalises whoever practises it. 

it is impossible to be dogmatic and consider either opinion as certainly 
correct. The context should be the deciding factor, but in this instance it is 
not helpful. Whereas, as we have seen, Maimonides finds support from it 
for his theory, it can be made to substantiate the other explanation, The 


law occurs three times, In Deut. xiv. 21, it is added purely as a dietary law. 
In Exod. XXxIy, it appears to be a quotation from the original passage where 
it is found—viz,, Exod. xxiii, 19—and there it concludes a series of regu- 
lations which teach sympathy and justice. Even the three festivals incul- 
cate these virtues, since they recall the sufferings in Egypt, which the Israelites 
were exhorted to remember so as not to act similarly to others, Unless new 
light is thrown on the passage from some yet undiscovered source, it remains 
one of the mysteries of the J'orah.”

But as soon as winter came and a storm broke upon them they 
dwindled away and are no more. But Israel has braved the wildest 
storms and the mightiest tempests, and here he is to the present day 
—stil thriving. 

Lastly the ethrog teaches a much-needed lesson and expresses a 
valuable idea. Because it persists for years upon its tree, during summer 
and winter, the consequence is, says the Talmud, that while the old 
ethrogim are still in their freshness and vigour, young ones spring up and 
keep on growing and maturing side by side with them, and thus old and 
young mingle and are joined in happy fellowship. ww 
On’p OV. We must not allow the old and the young to part 
asunder. It ig the function of every leader in Israel to link the young 
and the old, to turn, in the manner of Elijah, “the heart of the 
fathers to the children and the heart of the children to the fathers,” and 
thus maintain the continuity of Jewish tradition. This is no easy task. It 
demands knowledge, thought, imagination, vision, flery enthusiasm, 
strenuous effort and even fine tact.

League of Nations Societies Conference. 


Roumanian-Jewish Question to be Considered. 


The Conference of the General Council of the International Union of 
League of Nations Societies was opened in Sofia last Friday, opening 
addresses being delivored by the Bulgarian Prime Minister, the President 
of the Bulgarian League of Nations Socicty and by Professor Aulard. 

The items on the agenda include tho consideration of the position of 
the Jews in Roumania. The question came up at the meeting of the 
Committee on Minorities of the International Union of League of Nations 
Societies which was held in Berlin last May, when the Secretary General 
of the Union, Professor Ruyssen, submitted a memorandum on the treat- 
ment of the Jews in Roumania, and a lively discussion ensued. On the 
proposal of Mr. Dizengoff, representing the Palestine League of Nations 
Socicty, it was decided to adjourn the question till the present meeting. 


American Immigration Laws. 


— 


Possible Relaxation. 


The American Commissioner-General of Immigration, Mr. Harry E. 
Hull, intends to recommend to the next Congress the easing of certain 
features of the quota immigration law, especially as applying to 
dependents of immigrants. 

Commissioner Hull says that there are between 1,000,000 and 3,000,000 
aliens illegally in America and liable to deportation. One of his recom- 
mendations, when he appears before Congress for authority to permit the 
Bureau of Immigration to exercise wider discretion, will be legislation to 
legalise the presence of responsible aliens who went to the United States 
prior to the quota laws of 1921. He believes that, in the past, hardships 
have been caused by certain interpretations of the law, but that these 
have always been the fault of the individuals themselves, who have 
attempted to ignore the working of the laws of which they were fully 


aware. 


American United Jewish Campaign. 
Widespread Christian Support. 


Mr. David A. Brown, National Chairman of the United Jewish 
Campaign in America, has issued a report stating that neaely half a 
million dollars have been raised for Jewish Relief by the American 
Christian Fund and by individual Christian donors. A total of 438,552 
dollars has been contributed through the |fund, which was organised 
about a year ago, under the leadership of a body of Christian clerical and 
lay readers of the country, headed by the Rev. Dr. 5. Parkes Cadman 
and Judge Victor J. Dowling. An independent appeal among Christians 
throughout the country was launched to supplement the twenty-five 
million dollar fund which is being raised by the United Jewish Campaign. 

“The American Christian Fund for Jewish Relief has had an important 
influence,” Mr. Brown states in his report. “Prior to its creation, non- 
Jews had at various times subscribed substantial sums to the United 
Jewish Campaign, the most notable contribution being the 100,000 dollars 
which came in the course of the New York City United Jewish Campaign, 
from Mr. John D. Rockefeller, Junr. As the records are not complete, it 
is safe to assume that approximately £500,000 -was subscribed from 
Christian sources.”

Jewish Woman Minister ? 


If Governor Smith is elected President of the United States, it is 
possible that Mrs. Henry Moskowitz, one of his advisers, will be appointed 
as the first woman member of the Cabinet. 

Mr. Henry L. Pringle, in his new book “ Alfred E. Smith, a Critical 
Study,” published in America, says that Mrs. Moskowitz, for the past 
eight years, has advised Governor Smith on matters of state administra- 
tion and is now working actively to bring about his nomination and 
election as President. 


Jewish Suicides in Warsaw. 


Recent Alarming Increase. 
[From our Correspondent, | WARSAW. 


The number of Jewish suicidal attempts in Warsaw during the first 
six months of the current year was 140, including thirty cases of children 
under fifteen. Many of the attempts ended fatally. The number of 
suicides now exceeds by five or six times the number of pre-war suicides, 
and is three-times as great as the number of suicides in the year 1922. 

-Various remedies have been suggested, and it is proposed to organise 
conferences and to create an institution to give advice and support to 
those in need of it.

Berlin Figures Published. 


The Statistical Section of the Jewish Scientific Institute in Berlin has 
issued figures giving the proportion of suicides among Jews. In the year 
1925, it states, the number of suicides for every hundred thousand Jewish 
souls was in Berlin 68, in Budapest 48, in Vienna 45, in Warsaw (where 
the economic crisis caused an increase in the number of suicides) 17, and 
in Lodz 7. In 1925 there were 45 suicides for every hundred thousand 
Protestants, and 32 suicides for every hundred thousand Catholics. The 
number of Jewish suicides in Berlin is thus proportionally larger t 
the number of non-Jewish suicides. 3 

The number of suicides among the Jews of Berlin has been increasing 
steadily since 1922, In 1922 there were 61 Jewish suicides in Berlin; in 
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1923, 72; in 1924, 96; and in 1925, 117. In 1925 there were 215 Jewish 
suicides in the whole of Prussia, and 117 of these were in Berlin, which 
has 43 per cent. of the Jewish population of the country. 


Shechita Experiments in Munich. 


Stunning by Electricity. 


Two methods of stunning animals by electricity have been tried in 
‘the last few days in the slaughter-house in Munich. The first method is 
that of Engineer Weinberger of Munich, and the other, that of Dr. 
Saloman Licben of Prague. Both methods gave good results. The Lieben 
method gave particularly good results in the stunning of calves. It 
requires a very low tension, and is entirely harmless to the operators and 
easy to apply. 

The JUEDIScHE EcHo of Munich, states that it learns from well- 
informed circles that the Lieben method, which is still subject, however, 
to further tests, wil! meet all the ritual requirements.

Polish Concession-Law. 
--- 


Thousands of Jews Affected. 


(From our Corresponden. ® WARSAW. 

The Monopoly Department of the Polish Exchequer has issued a 
circular which brings into force the Concession-Law passed in 1920. By 
thatlaw the concessions for selling alcohol are to be withdrawn from 
thousands of merchants, mostly Jews, and given to war-invalids. Owing 
to strong protests from the Jews, the law has been in abeyance up to now, 
but it is to come into force in December of this year. The only way for 
a merchant to retain his concession is for him to take a war-invalid as a 
partner in his business. But it is characteristic of the Government's 
policy, that in submitting the list of invalids from which the merchants 


are allowed to choose their prospective partners, the officers of the . 


Monopoly Department has not submitted the names of any Jewish 
invalids. 

The Jewish representatives in the Sejm will intervene in the matter, 
and Deputy Wislieki has already approached the proper authorities with 
a view to taking action. : 


Jewish Artisans in. Poland. 


Results of New Guild-Law. 


Dr. A. Singalovsky, a member of the Central Board of the Ort, in 
a review of the position of Jewish industrial workers in Poland, states that 
the new Guild-Law, a measure which for two years has been creating 
grave anxiety among the Jewish artisans in Poland, has now become an 
accomplished fact. While the new decree imposes upon the country a 
medieval Guild-System, it-also introduces far-reaching changes in the 
organisation of the artisan class and regulates ruthlessly the vocational 
training of those who may aspire to become craftsmen. 

Many of the clauses passed are calculated to undermine the position 
of the whole Jewish artisan class. The decree, which is to come into 
force in December, makes it compulsory for every apprentice trained 
in a workshop to undergo an examination before he may qualify asa 
‘* hand’ or a junior-master, and subsequent examinations must be taken 
before a ‘‘ hand ’’ can become a master with a workshop of his own. 

The situation, as it is-at present, is fraught with grave dangers for 
the Jewish apprentices, as it is doubtful whether they will be given a 
fair opportunity of availing themselves of the municipal schools, where 
efforts are continually made by the Municipalities to exclude Jewish 
pupils, The only way, says Dr. Singalovsky, to save the future of the 
Jewish artisan class in Poland is to establish vocational schools, and

The “O.Z.E.” and Jewish Relief Organisations. 


From Dr. D. JOCHELMAN and others. 
To the Editor of THE JEWISH CITRONICLE. 


Sir,-—-The Federation of Jewish Relicf Organisations is far from 
wishing to enter into a controversy with the “O.Z.E.” the work of which 
has its complete sympathy, as shown by the support which the Federa. 
tion, as far asinits power lay, has extended to the “0O.Z.E.” and its 
institutions. 

Dr. Redcliffe Salaman, in the letter which you published in your last 
issue, makes it sufficiently clear that he was quite unaware of Icttcrs over 
the signature of the Secretary of the Jewish Health Organisation, of 
which he is President, and written on behalf of the Chairman of his own 
body, containing the following statement : 

For a long time the “ O.Z.E.” medical institutions have been denie | the 
support of the Ukrainian Relief Fand. During the whole of the current 
year only £30 has been sent by this Fund to our institutions in Kovno, for 
the months of September and October. 

Your readers will realise that this passage was a direct onslaught on the 
Federation, and was calculated greatly to injure its annual appeal. 

Sir Hermaun Gollancz was consequently compelled to take exception 
to this misleading statement and to check the rumours to which it gave 
rise. He considerately refrained from referring more particularly to the 
authorship of the misstatements referred to. Dr. Salarman, it will be 
noted, neither did nor could challenge the accuracy of the certified figures 
contained in the auditor's report. As to the “synchronisation” of the 
two appeals, we are at a loss to understand why Dr. Salaman should have 
made such a charge, considering that for the past seven years the 
Federation has issued its annual appeal at this season. 

Moreover, the Federation was only apprised of the “O.Z.E.” appeal 
from the Press, and the Council was aston‘shed that no attempt had been 
made by the “O0.Z.E.” to come to an arrangement with the Federation 
either fora joint appeal or on some basis that would havo avoided over- 
lapping and unnecessary expense.’ This was the more surprising as tho 
Federation had been working with the “O.Z:E.” for several years in 
complete harmony. 

It goes without saying that the Federation is always willing to work 
in harmony with any relief body, and that this has been its policy 
throughout its career.

The Tiberias Hot Springs. 


GOVERNMENT, NOT MUNICIPAL, PROPERTY. 

1 ld Marshal Lord Plumer, the High Commissioner for Palestine, 
pas decided against the claim of the Tiberias Municipality to the owner- 
ship of the Tiberias hot springs. He has ruled that the Springs are 
Government property and has ordered the demolition of the existing 
buildings for the purpose of proceeding with the erection of modern 
accommodation. A concession will be granted by the Government for the 
exploitation of the baths on modern lines. | 

The present baths were built in 1533 by Ibrahim Pasha during the 
Egyptian occupation of Yalestinc. Additions were made in 1890 by the 
Tarkish Government, but tre accommodation is inferior. The temperature 
of these springs is about 143 degrees Fahrenheit and the waters contain 
sulphur, chloride of magnesium, and iron, They are in many respects 
similar to those of Carlsbad, andare reputed to cure chronic rheumatism 
and various Skin diseases. 


Palestine Excavations. 


IMPORTANT DISCOVERIES. 


The Palestine Expedition of the University Museum, Philadelphia, 
under Mr. Alan Rowe (says the Alexandria correspondent of THE TIMEs), 
which is conducting excavations at Beisan, has made some important 
finds. ‘lwo new Canaanite temples of 1,500 B.c.E. have been unearthed. 
On the level identified with the reign of Rameses I1., a door jamb was 
found showing for the first time the actual figure of the builder of the 
temple of Dagon mentioned in the First Book of Chronicles, together 
with inscriptions supplying the missing titles. Other finds include fine 
Egyptian faience and a finger ring bearing the sacred eye.

Recipes by Request. 


Apple Chutney. 


Salt, 1 oz. 

Ground ginger, 1 tablespoonful, 
Two lemons. 

Vinegar, 1 pint, 


Sour apples, 3 Ibs. 
Brown sugar, 1} lbs, 
Sultanas, 1 Ib. 
Onions, 4 Ib. 


WEIGH the apples after peeling and coring. Peel the onions, and 
put them and the apples and sultanas through a mincing mdchine. Put 
into & preserving pan; add the grated rind and strained juice of the 
lemons and all the other ingredients. Bring to boiling point, and simmer 
gently until quite tender. Keep well stirred. When cold, turn into jars 
and tie down. This is best kept for a month before using, 


Pickled Beetroots. 


Right medium-sized beetroots. 
One horse-radish (grated). 
Allspice, 3 oz. 


Salt, 1 teaspoonful. 
Whole black pepper 4 oz. 
Vinegar, 1 quart. 

WASH the bectroots, taking care not to break the skins, and bake 
them in a moderate oven for about two hours. When cool remove the 
skins, cut into slices, and place in jars. Meantime boil the vinegar, 
horse-radish, salt, pepper and spice together; then let it get quite cold, 
and pour over the beetroot. Cover with parchment paper and store in 
cool place. 


Walnut Rissoles. 


Margarine, 1 oz. 
One egg. 
Salt and pepper. 


Ground wainuts, 4 Ib. 
Brown breadcrumbs, 4 Ib. 
Four sage leaves. 
MIX the ground nuts and breadernmbs together; add the sage and 
melted margarine; bind with the egg, and season with salt and pepper. 
Form into rissoles, roll in brown crumbs, and fry in boiling fat.

BRItTisH COMMERCIAL GAS ASSOCIATION.—Speaking on Health in 
relation to Industry at a Reception given by the Mayor of Southampton 
last week in connection with the Annual Conference of 
the British Commercial Gas Association, Sir Bruce Bruce-Porter, one 
of the founders of the New Health Society, said, in the course 
of his remarks, that anything which lightened labour in the home must 
make for happiness in the worker. He wondered how long mere man 
could escape the lunatic asylum if he had to carry out the duties of the 
home that fell to the housewife’s lot, before the general spread of gas 
cookers and gas fires had taken the non-productive labour, the waste of 
time and effort, out of housework. He was sure one reason why so few 
girls would go into domestic work in the kitchen was the influence of the 
older women, who remembered the slavery of the kitchen range, and the 
heavy load of coal and dirt and ash they had to carry. ‘To-day, however, 
gas cookers, and coke boilers for continuous hot water, had revolutionised 
the kitchen. The more extended the use of gas, the better the air of our 
cities would be: and ventilation in factory, workshop and home must 
always be provided to the full. Everything the gas industry was doing 
to simplify the construction of new houses was a work of national 
iniportance.
